I spoke with Gonzalo about this and basically he does not want sanitation to be used as an enforcement arm of LAPD. He says the Rapid Response Team should 
not be used for clean ups. They should be used for 56.11 compliance problems only. That absolutely conflicts with our agenda of paying HOPE team overtime. 

Sanitation wants HOPE team to treat shopping carts as stolen property. That means writing a report for every shopping cart they encounter, After that they must 
either contact a shopping cart retrieval company to come and get the cart, or have a flat bed truck follow the team to every location and haul them away. While 

doable theoretically, this is a flawed policy and a drain on time. It shrinks the number of locations HOPE team will be able to respond to and compromises their 
efficiency. 

The shopping cart companies are not contracted with the city. So there is no obligation for them to follow the HOPE team everyday in hopes of finding a cart. So 
if for some reason a cart company is unavailable and there is no flat bed truck that sanitation can provide on a particular day, then the shopping carts will be left 
behind. If the HOPE team is performing a clean up and has to call a shopping cart company to the location, the HOPE team will have to sit and wait for the cart 
company to arrive from wherever they are coming from in the city. 

If they can not wait, then the carts will simply be left behind. Note, we will still be paying the same amount for the overtime assistance as we were before this 
new policy. The best course of action is to bring in watershed, HOPE and the SLO's for a meeting to find a better solution. There is a lot of confusion, particularly 

coming from the police about what they can and can not do. The common denominator here is that everyone from CD 12 to CD7 agrees that this new sanitation 
policy is a waste of resources and time.

I share your frustration on this. As for the red curb on Oxnard, we are confident that a neighbor did that illegally but LADOT is double 

checking right now. If caught, that fine costs over $1,000 so it's pretty steep but it also wastes city resources as a crew will have to be 
sent out to take off the paint. 

As for the RVs, we know that they are parked in red zones which means they are not allowed to be there {some are actually in yellow 
zones but they still are not allowed to park overnight). Our staff has told our Senior Lead Officer several times about this situation and 
that folks are illegally living in cars there. Since they are seeming to not enforce this law on this stretch, we will circle back with LAPP 
and check in again as we know it's getting worse. 

A few years ago the courts ruled again the city in Desertain v. City of Los Angeles, in which the city had prohibited living in vehicles. In 
response the Council was forced to draft an ordinance (85.02) to allow people living in vehicles some place to go that wasn't in 
residential areas. Aside from being sued by homeless advocates, one of the main reasons the Council passed 85.02 was to protect 
communities like the one your mother lives in. This is an enforcement problem and we will continue to work with LAPP on this. 

I m cc ing Tim Glick and ,ob Dawe as well on this as they are dealing with LADOT and LAPD directly on this specific issue. We have 
also asked LAHSA to visit this location to see if those individuals will accept services to get them into housing and off the streets.
